TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  considerat ion  a report  on  the 
health  and  health  services  of  your  district  during  the  year  1951. 

I have,  in  addition,  included  certain  details  of  the  personal  health  services  administered 
by  me  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  is  complementary  to  this  report. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  again  increased,  there  being  12,769  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  140  more  than  in  1950. 

The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  population  for  mid  1951  is  48,520  - 330  fewer  than 
the  preceding  year. 

The  number  of  live  births  has  again  fallen  slightly,  an  experience  general  throughout  the 
country.  The  number  of  still  births  is  the  same  as  for  1950. 

I am  happy  to  report  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  is  considerably  less  than  the  number  for  1950, 
the  fall  being  most  marked  in  the  cases  of  whooping  cough.  I am  happy  to  report  that  there 
were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  during  the  year.  Although  the  number  of  children  considered  to 
be  protected  against  diphtheria  is  slightly  increasing,  the  figure  is  still  too  low  for 
satisfaction. 

One  ca3e  of  acute  anterior  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year.  Fortunately,  there  was 
no  paralysis. 

The  demand  for  the  Home  Help  service  continued  to  increase  throughout  the  year,  the 
number  of  cases  rising  from  99  in  1950  to  151  in  1951. 

The  after-care  service  under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  continued  to 
expand  and  cart  now  be  considered  to  be  fully  developed  within  .the  Divisional  establishment. 
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Ones  again  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  8 members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
work  during  the  year.  At  a 0 0 times  the  Officials  of  other  Departments  have  been  eo“operat 5 ve 
and  helpful  whenever  I have  sought  their  assistance. 

1 take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the 
interest  they  have  shown  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  their  constant  support  and  encourage” 
merit.

HOME  NURSING. 

Seven  home  nurses,  with  the  assistance  of  the  rei ief  nurse  who  operates  in  both  the  Urban 
and  Rural  Districts,  made  a total  of  20,943  visits  during  the  year. 

HOSPITAL  PATIENTS, 


During  the  year  the  care  and  after-care  service  continued  to  expand  and  co-operation 
between  the  Hospital  Almoners  and  the  Divisional  Health  Office  is  good.  Home  Helps  are  provided 
and,  where  necessary,  appliances  and  equipment  are  loaned.  The  District  Nurse  has,  of  course, 
a prominent  place  in  the  after-care  scheme. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 


During  the  year  the  services  of  a Home  Help  were  provided  for  one  case  of  tuberculosis 
for  a total  of  742  hours. 

Extra  nourishment,  in  the  form  of  daily  milk,  was  also  provided  for  those  cases  recommended 
by  the  Chest  Physician. 

HONE  HELP  SERVICE. 

This  service  continues  to  expand,  the  number  of  cases  dealt  with  being  151  as  compared 
with  99  in  1950.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 


Mr0  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Administration  in  the 
Rural  District  for  the  year  1951.  As  in  last  year's  report,  tables  have  been  relegated 
to  the  end,  and  for  the  same  reasons. 


HOUSING. 


This  subject  still  remains  one  of  the  nation’s  major  problems,  and  in  no  district 
does  it  appear  to  be  more  acute  than  in  this.  Few  things  can  lead  to  more  unhappiness  and 
il!l°health  than  lack  of  a suitable  home. 

From  time  to  time  the  number  of  new  houses  erected  is  blazoned  forth  by  the  party  in 
power  - but  the  number  allowed  to  go  derelict  through  lack  of  repair  is  never  referred  to. 
Yet  the  true  rate  of  progress  cannot  be  assessed  without  taking  this  figure  into  considers" 
tion.  The  reason  for  this  unfortunate  state  of  affairs,  i.e.  the  allowance  of  houses  to 
become  derelict,  is  purely  an  economic  one  = the  owner  has  to  pay  nearly  three  times  as 
much  for  his  repairs  as  he  paid  in  1939,  but  he  is  not  allowed  to  increase  his  rent.  As 
a result  many  owners  disappear,  leaving  the  tenant  without  a landlord,  no  one  to  whom  he 
can  pay  his  rent  and  no  one  from  who  he  can  require  repairs. 

It  is  a common  argument  that  more  has  been  paid  in  rent  than  the  house  originally 
cost  to  build,  therefore,  the  owner  should  not  expect  any  profit.  The  owner  replies  that 
a tenant  investing  £500  @ 5%  receives  £500  in  interest  in  20  years,  still  retains  his 
capital,  and  his  interest  continues. 

Whichever  view  one  takes,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  repairs  would  extend  the  life  of 
much  old  property,  and  that  few  owners  will  pay  for  these  repairs  without  some  return. 
Unpalatable  though  it  may  be,  some  increase  of  rents,  or  some  form  of  subsidy,  is  necessary 
if  we  are  to  obtain  the  maximum  benefit  from  old  property  during  the  present  emergency. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  type  of  water  supplied  to  the  different  parishes  varies  considerably.  Those 
areas  supplied  by  the  Barnsley  Corporation  have  a soft  water  as  it  is  from  an  upland  source; 
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the  remainder  haw  a harder  supply  as  It  comes  from  below  ground  and  so  has  a dissolved 

mineral)  content  = Dearne  Valley,  Nostel  1 , Pontefract  and  TSckhill, 

Owing  to  the  economic  position  the  proposed  extension  of  the  supply  from  Wentbridge  to 
Barnsdale  Bar  has  not  yet  materialised, 

A small  proportion  of  the  supplies  are  from  wells  and  springs,  as  is  inevitable  in  a 
district  ©f  this  nature.  The  provision  of  a piped  supply  in  these  cases  remains  an  economical 
impossibility.  In  certain  cases  water  is  transported  by  road. 

Of  the  77  bacteriological  samples  taken  from  taps  connected  to  a main  supply,  only  2 
were  below  standard.  Of  the  3 samples  taken  before  chlorination,  one  was  satisfactory  and 
two  were  below  standard.  Oily  one  sample  was  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  proved  to 

be  satisfactory. 

Low  pressure  was  complained  of  in  two  parishes  only  and  actual  shortage  of  supply  was 
only  experienced  in  about  30  houses.  Action  was  taken  immediately  to  have  these  matters 
rectified  but  delay  occurred  owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  and  materials. 


SEWERS  AND  SEWERAGE,

MEAT  INSPECTION, 

The  arrangement  that  the  meat  at  the  centralised  slaughterhouse  be  inspected  on  alter" 
nate  weeks  by  sanitary  inspectors  from  the  Urban  and  Rural  districts  continued.  The  proper” 
toon  of  animals  affeeted  with  disease  remains  substantially  the  same.  It  will  be  noted  that 
the  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  was  less  than  during  the  preceding  year. 

During  the  year  80  tons  6 cwt,  1 qtr,  2 lbs0  of  horoe"ko ! led  meat  was  found  to  be  unfit 

and  condemned. 
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MILK. 


It  would  seem  that  inspection  of  farm  premises  where  non-designated  milk  is  produced  has 
vi rtual I y ceased  since  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  took  over  this  important 
work.  This  duty,  filched  from  the  local  authorities  by  a greedy  government  department  which 
cannot,  or  will  not,  shoulder  its  responsibilities  in  this  matter,  should  be  returned  to  the 
local  authorities  forthwith. 


ICE  CREAM. 


The  public  interest  focussed  on  this  subject  diminished  somewhat  during  the  year. 
Nevertheless  the  sanitary  inspectors*  interest  was  maintained.  These  officers  must  assess 
the  importance  of  each  facet  of  their  work  and  ascribe  due  attention  to  each;  they  must  not 
allow  the  daily  press  to  spotlight  one  particular  item  and  pay  an  undue  amount  of  attention 
to  it  at  the  expense  of  other  equally  important  matters. 


FOOD  POISONING. 


No  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  w|iere  reported  during  the  year. 


OTICR  FOOOS. 

F000  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1958.  - Byelaws  under  Section  15. 

These  byelaws  concern  the  handl ing,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  and  the  sale  of  food 
in  the  open  air.  The  attention  of  the  tradesmen  has  been  drawn  to  this  matter  and  warnings, 
where  necessary,  have  been  given. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  Ministry  would  give  some  indication  as  to  what  should  be  standard 
practice  so  that  there  would  be  a uniform  interpretation  of  the  byelaws.  This  lead  has  not 
been  given,  so  that  each  authority  gives  its  own  interpretation,  the  result  being  considerable 
variety  in  the  requirements  of  adjoining  authorities. 

The  public  could  assist  greatly  by  reporting  all  cases  where  food  retailers  indulge  in 
the  revolting  habit  of  licking  a thumb  to  tear  off  a paper  bag  and  then  handling  food. 


FACTORIES  ACTS. 

Only  one  notification  of  outworkers  was  received  during  this  year.  Taken  as  a whole  the 
conditions  in  the  factories  in  the  area  can  be  considered  as  satisfactory. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION! 


Although  this  5s  a rural  distinct  there  are  many  furnaces  an  the  area.  Fortunately 
they  are  not  surrounded  by  dwel I inghouses,  nevertheless,  supervision  must  be  maintained. 
Burning  spoilbanks  have  caused  much  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  past,  but  strict  attention 
to  certain  ctetaoOs  and  prompt  action  and  co-operafc ion  by  the  colliery  officials  have  almost 
wiped  out  this  type  of  nuisance. 


SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  area  = one  publ ic  and  one  private.  Samples  are 
taken  regularly  for  analysis  from  each.  The  reports  indicate  that  the  standard  is  almost 

invariably  akin  to  that  of  drinking  water. 


CARAVANS. 

During  the  year  a number  of  licences  to  occupy  caravans  were  issued.  These  were  almost 
all  in  respect  of  caravans  that  had  been  occupied  for  many  years.  Much  tome  was  devoted  to 
consideration  of  this  caravan  problem.  While  caravans  may  be  ideal  for  summer  dwellings  and 
may  be  passable  as  winter  dwellings  for  one  person  or  even  two,  they  cannot  be  considered 

satisfactory  for  children  on  account  of  the  restricted  air  space. 


VERMIN. 


This  perennial  problem  is  one  that  happily  declines  in  magnitude.  The  only  insect 
vermin  of  any  importance  in  this  district  is  the  bed  bug.  One  rarely  hears  the  philosophic 
statement  that  was  so  eommoci  an  the  !93O0s  "Of  course  we  have  a few.  But  everyone  has, 
just  as  everyone  has  a few  flies*®. 


NUISANCES. 

The  usual  steady  flow  of  complaints  of  nuisances  continued  during  the  year.  The  Counci Jfe 
firmness  on  dealing  with  these  matters  seems  to  be  showing  results. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  customary  investigations  were  made  and  full  information  is  given  in  the  Medical 

Officer"®  Report.

The  Council  agreed  to  assist  in  a special  investigation  concerning  acute  poliomyelitis. 
Special  swabs  were  taken  from  sewers  in  the  parish  of  Little  Houghton  btksli  no  startling  dis- 
coveries appear  to  have  been  made. 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  steady  replacement  of  privies  by  water  closets  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

These  places  have  proved  a boon  to  everyone,  at  some  time.  St  is  unfortunate  that  they 
are  subjected  to  such  abuse  by  a minority  of  the  users,  and  surprising  that  no  witnesses 
come  forward  so  that  the  anti-social  culprits  might  be  punished. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  Couraci I °s  new  scheme  of  refuse  collection  was  commenced  in  July  and  proved  to  be 
satisfactory  in  operation. 

The  method  of  refuse  disposal  remains  as  before,  i.e.  by  controlled  tipping  at  various 

tip*. 


SALVAGE. 


The  salvage  of  waste  paper  was  recommenced  in  October  under  the  new  system  of  baling  on 
the  lorry  and  proved  to  be  most  successful.  The  next  step  is  the  production  of  a purpose- 
made  collector  where  the  paper  can  be  placed  from  ground  level  directly  into  the  baler. 


PUBLIC  SEATS. 

The  wanton  destruction  of  public  seats  continued  as  vigorously  as  ever  during  the  year; 
it  is  remarkable  that  witnesses  do  not  come  forward  as  the  public  seat  is  an  amenity  enjoyed 
by  so  manya  especially  the  elderly,  A contract  was  given  for  the  or  repair  but  the  contractor 
found  himself  unable  to  procure  the  materials. 


RODENT  CONTROL, 

The  periodical  inspection  of  the  Counci  I °s  refuse  tips  and  sewage  disposal  works  was 
carried  out  and  treatment  given  where  necessary. 
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The  test  baiting  of  sewers  was  carried  out  in  June, 
was  required  at  only  38  points  of  the  possible  787.

MISCELLANEOUS- 


In  addition  to  the  normal  duties  carried  out  by  a sanitary  inspector  the  following  duties 
were  performed;” 

Supervision  of  some  street  cleaning  and  cleansing  of  public  conveniences;  general  super- 
vision of  the  market  at  South  E I msal I ; administration  of  the  Petroleum  Acts;  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire;  certain  enquiries  concerning  the  letting  of  Council  houses;and  erection  and 

maintenance  of  pub! 5c  seats. 

Concerning  the  storage  of  petroleum,  an  unusual  occurrence  took  place  when  an  overspill  of 
petrol  caught  fire  due  to  static  electricity  in  the  ground  caused  by  a nearby  electric  motor. 

The  naming  of  streets  and  numbering  of  houses  in  the  parish  of  Shafton  was  undertaken  and 
satisfactorily  completed.  This  work,  however,  could  not  be  continued  in  other  parishes  without 
neglecting  more  important  duties. 


STAFF, 


My  thanks  are  due  to  the  sanitary  inspectors  and  clerks  for  the  manner  in  which  their 
duties  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  Mr,  N,  Buckle  and  Mr,  A,  Milner  resigned  from  their  posts  in  order 
to  take  up  more  lucrative  appointments  elsewhere.
